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WASTING A CRIME. 


Canadians have for perhaps a 
generation been a young nation 
of wasters. The natural re- 
sources of this country have 
been so bountiful that our peo- 
ple have been inclined to consid- 
er them inexhaustible. In the 
matter of food particularly, mil- 
lions of dollars are wasted every 
year. Wheat for example, is 
wasted -on the farm; wasted on 
the road to the mill in some 


wasted by reason of the over- 
refinement of flour to which we 
have become accustomed; wast- 
ed in the homes. Of foodstuffs 
in. general, it is calculated that 
$50,000,000 per annum is a con- 
servative estimate of waste that 
has gone on in Canada in recent 
years. 

Canada is now involved in the 
greatest war in all tim e. She 
is fighting a nation. who has or- 
ganized her resources, men and 
materials on. a most thorough, 
modern, systematic basis. - The 


Germany in times of peace is 
small in comparison to. that 


which characterizes this contin- |: 


ent, including Canada. In-time 
of war Germany still more strict- 
ly conserves and organizes, 
otherwise she could not with- 
stand practically all the rest of 
the civilized world in this strug- 
gle. In the four years of war

seas. “Waste in war time is a 
crime” said the Canadian Food 
Controller, and his words have 
been paralleled by: the Food Con- 
trollers of Great Britain and the 
United States. 

In Canada this statement has 
now become literally true, By 
reason of an order-in-council 
now in é¢ffect as the law of Can- 
ada, the governor-general, on 
the recommendation of the min- 
ister of Agriculture, ‘and per- 
suant of. the advice of the Can- 
ada Food Board, acting on the 
power conferred upon them by 
the War Measures Act, has pen- 
alized wilful waste of food, due 
to careless or faulty storage. It 
is now the duty of each munici- 
pality in Canada to enforce this 
regulation within its municipal 
limits.. Where conviction is ob- 
tained, in a case of waste of food 
or food products, resulting from 
carelessness or from the manner 
of storage or any other avoid- 
able cause, a fine not -exceeding 


a period of imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding three months, or both 
fine and imprisonment will be 
imposed. This #he shall accrue 
to the municipality or the prov- 
ince, depending upon the authgr- 
ity of the officer conducting the 
prosecution. The Canada Food 
Board is empowered..to seize 
food which is in danger of deter- 
ioration from’ improper storage 
or other causes, and have it sold. 
This new law should make it 
possible to prevent cases of food 
which has-been stored too long 
having to be thrown out or de- 
stwwoyed,

‘This is'a matter. to which 
those carrying insurance should 
pay special attention in future.

Argentine Has 
Grain For Allies 


A report received by the depart- 
ment of trade and commerce from B, 
S. Webb, acting trade commissioner 
at Buenos Ayres, gives details of the 
agreement signed by the English and 
French governments, under which the’ 
Argentine government undertakes to 
finance cereal purchases up to the 
value of $200,000,000. in gold. The 
purchasers agree to purchase and ex- 
portfore November 1, 1918, 2,500,000 
tons of cereals at minimum prices of 
$5.30 per one hundred kilos for wheat, 
$2.97 per one hundred kilos for oats, 
and $6.37 per one hupficed kilos for 
linseed. 

The convention is not a contract of 
sale but rather a loan contract. The 
Argentine government does not re- 
quisition any grain neither does it 
impose any sort of obligation on 
holders,

able, that as a result of false statements and difficulties put in the 

way of investigation, some individuals have secures exemption 
whose proper place is in the Army. 


It is not the intention of the Government to allow these men to evade per- 

manently their obligation to bear their part in the military defence of the 

Country and of the ideals for which we are fighting. To do so would defeat, 

the purpose of the Act, and cause grave injustice to men in the second class 
necessarily called out to fill their places. 


Exemptions Granted on False Grounds 


It is, therefore, proposed to scrutinize carefully all exemptions granted to date 
in order to separate those which have been granted on false or insufficient 
grounds from those that are well founded, 

With this object in view the various Registrars under the Military Service 
“Act have been instructed to issue a series of questionnaires to exempted men. 
These questionnaires must be filled up correctly and returned. promptly under 
penalty of forfeiture of exemption for failure to do so. 


Exempted Men Who Have Changed Address 


It is therefore important in their own interest that all exempted men who 
have changed thcir address since their exemption was granted and who have 
not already notified the Registrar of such change should notify him at once. 
Under the Regulations it is the duty of exempted men to keep the Registrar 
advised of any change of address, and failure to receive the questionnaire ooh 
‘by reason of neglect of this duty must be treated as equivalent to aout to 
return the questionnaire after receipt. 


In many instances information has been furnished by memK¥Kers 0! 
which has led to the cancellation of exemptions obtained by fi 
‘leading statements. Further co-cperation of this character is invited. The 
Government regard it as the Duty of all Joyal citizens, not only to the Seninber,
